Corridor to Berlin 


Ru«» Now Blame British 


for Tragic Crash of

Britain and the United States 


threatened again today

fighter escorts for planes over the 
Soviet zone of Germany unless the 
Russians give more assurance of 
air freedom along the internation- 
al corridor to Berlin. 


A British spokesman said the

protests on the air collision of a 
Soviet fighter and a British trans- 
port Monday was tuisutisfactory 
and the British once again might 
alert fighters. 


A U. S. spokesman said that 


if the British call in fighters, the 
Americans will do likewise for 
their air transport.

Marshal Vassily D. Sokolovsky's 
reply indicated the Russians would 
not assure the safety of planes 
entering E?rlin and thus weakened 
the oral assurance he gave when 
he expressed regret Monday for 
the crash incident. 


Czechs Flee in Plane 


In Munich it was revealed that 


17 passengers and three crewmen 
' of a Czechoslovakia National Air- 
lines plane seized the transport 
•while it was en route from Prague 
to Bratislava, imprisoned the pilot 
at gunpoint and flew the craft to 
the U. S. zone of Germany. The 
20, xvho said they wanted to get 
away from the communist regime 
in their country, will remain in 
Germany. The pilot and the other 
five passengers will be returned 
to Prague. 


Arab officials in Jerusalem said 


an Arab Judcan army commander 
Abdul Khadder Husseini, cousin of 
the exiled Mufti of Jerusalem, was 
killed in an assault which retook 
Mount Kastel from Hagannah, the 
Jewish militia. The Jews had held 
the position for six days against 
constant attack, in an attempt to 
keep open a supply highway from 
Tel Aviv to Jerusalem's Jews.

crop, cr on an annual picnic.

weatherman.

er bureau xavs "there is no authen- 


ticated case where precipitation

Condon has said he is absolutely 


A Commerce department 
loyalty board reported it found no 
reasonable grounds for questioning 
his loyalty to the government.
